Importers must-- bo
able to purchaeo wheat cheaply In other
countries, as Liverpool bouglit-fou- r car-
goes qf Australian and two cargoes of
Russian wheat yesterday, which Is a
general reflection of the actual conditions
surrounding tho Australian surplus,
which for somo time was said to have
been partially purchased by Japan.

Conditions surrounding tho wheat crop
prospects In France doubtless changed
over Sunday, as there were sharp losses
In both wneat and flour there yesterday,
and whllo It was In the cable that the
weather woa still cold it will be remem-
bered that a Promise of further Imports
wtro made bou In Germany and Frahce.
